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A STRANGE ACCIDENT. 


A Baltimore & Ohio Train Leaves 
the Track, 


AND PLUNGES THROUGH A BUILDING 


Tearing Away the Walls and Injuring Its 
Occupants—Seyeral Persons are 
Severely Wounded. 


Wasuinaton, August 17.—The few resi- 
dents in the netghborhood of the Baltimore and 
Ohio “Y,’’ whowere up and onthe street at 
6:20 0’clock this morning, witnessed a singular 
and startling scene. It was no less a spectacle 
than that of a train of cars leaping from the 
track and rushing with the speed of lightning 
and the crash of a thunderbolt through a 


brick house. In an instant the train and house 


were in a heap of ruins and the track for some 
distance is litered with debris. The train to 
which this accident occurred was train No. 4, 
coming from the west, due here at 6:20. About 
6:30 it came thundering into the city over the 
Metropolitan branch, and at the curve, nearly 
a mile away from the “Y,” began whistling 
“down brakes.” For some reason the brakes 
were not put on. 

The air brakes, it was stated, did not wor k 
and the engineer began blowing his distress 
whistle for the brakeman to put on the regular 
brakes. Dither the brakeman did not heed 
the signal or it was not given in time to be .of 
use, for the train, flying ata frightful rate, 
came thundering on toward the sharp curve at 
the *Y.” Onthe south sideof the “Y,” in 
the little corner made by the intersection of 
the tracks, was located the railroad signal 
tower, a brick structure three stories high, 
where the railroad men are employed to regu- 
late the signal and switches at the “Y.” 
When the train turned the sharp curve of the 
“Y°’’ with a fearful headway the cars behind 
the engine flew the track and 

SMASHED INTO THE SIGNAL TOWER, 

and in'an instant there was a wreck which, 
for confusion, has seldom been equaled in rail- 
road annals. The engine was dragged from 
the track, and ploughing through dirt and mud 
for a distauce of 150 feet, rolled completely 
over. There it lay, giving forth its steam and 
hot water in at jets. The steam and water 
were blown through the house and some of its 
inmates badly scalded. Near the engine lay 
Hamilton Brosius, engineer, crushed and dy- 
ing, and his fireman with several bones broken ; 
but behind the engine was ascene of panic and 
confusion. One car was crushed and nearly 
buried under the tracks and timbers of the de- 
molished building. 

Two sleeping coaches and one passenger 
coach remained on the track. The mail car, 
the express and baggage car were rolled over 
on their sides and crushed. The roof of one 
car projected from the ruins of the building. 
The disaster, of course, at once created in- 
tense excitement. A fire alarm was sounded, 
which quickly brought the fire department and 
police to the scene. Ambulances were hur- 
riedly sent for and a corps of physicians came, 
summoned from every direction. Many in- 
jured passengers were removed ar taken to 
neighboring houses or drug stores or to hos- 
pitals. In this way 

EIGHTEEN OR TWENTY PEOPLE 
were got out of the wreck, some of them only 
slightly injured, others with bones broken and 
bodies badiy bruised and cut. 

In the signal tower on the upper floor of ob- 
servatory Wiy)rje,, Baxley, a railroad signal 
man, was at Commisgs the ground foot Jo- 
seph Haley, * ,.<. "aman employed by the 
railroad com’, was eng clapging 
lamps. Baxtelj-.c¢wppears, realized the “im- 
pending danger in time. He gave a shout to 
Haley and leaped from the tower to the ground. 
He broke his arm in the fall and was badly 
shaken up, but seems to have escaped more 
serious injury. Haley, however, was buried in 
the ruins of the house. When he was disin- 
terred it was found that the timbers had fallen 
so as to protect him from the tons of brick and 
mortar above him. He was badly frightened 
and bruised and blinded by lime and plaster.

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WHO IS TO BLAME? 
For the Terrible Butchery at Chatsworth— 
No Verdict Yet. 

Cuicaco, August 17.—A Daily News special 
from Chatsworth, Ill., says a verdict fixing 
blame for the railway wreck was expected be- 
fore noon to-day from the coroner’s jury, but 
members have decided to catechiss Agent 
Mason, of Piper City, and Roadmaster Ennis, 
before reaching a conclusion. Some of the 
jurors are not satisfied with the conduct of 
Mason, whose attention was called early Wed- 
nesday evening to fire on the tracks. Other 
jurors are slow to censure Section Foreman 
Coughlin until they know eoceey all about 
the orders he received from Roadmaster Ennis. 
The jury this morning was evenly divided on 
the nature of their verdict. Three 
of the jurors, Postmaster Sears and 
Farmers Rhea and Brigham wanted to prac- 
ticaliy exonerate the management of the road 
by declaring the accident due to the careless- 
ness and disobedience of Coughlin. The other 
three jurors were inclined to deal leniently 
with Coughlin and censure the management 
of the road, especially for running such a 
monster double-header train. Coroner Long 
is said to be under many obligations to the 
company for passes, etc., and spends much of 
his time at the hotel and elsewhere with the 
company’s attorney. Long favors a verdict 
throwing the blame on Coughlin. The latter 
isa poor, awkward-looking fellow, long, bony 
and stammers frightfully. 


The Mexican Central Strike. 


Ex Paso, Texas, August 17.—A third divis- 
jon of engineers on the Mexican Central rail- 
road went outgyesterday. The three divisions 
out represent 650 {miles of track. Passenger 
trains are running on two divisions of the road.

The strike interferes with the running of 
trains, about fifty engineers having ieft their 
locontotives with their firemen. The officials 
of the road are hiring all competent men that 
can be found.

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AN OLD WOMAN’S HEROISM. 


She Averts a Disaster Similar to the One at 
Chatsworth, Til, 

Loutsvitin, Ky., August 17.—News of what 
but for timely intervention, might have been 
an accident similar to the terrible wreck at 
Chatsworth, Il., on Thursday morning, was 
brought to the city Saturday morning by some 
travelers. Amanda Barker, an aged negress, 
was walking along the track of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Indianapolis road, near Glen. 
wood, Indiana, on her way to a farmhouse, 
where she was to work during the day. She 
had just passed the small station at Glenwood, 
a lonely, dismal spot between Indianapolis 
and Connersville, frequented only occasionally 
by the farmers living around, when, on turn- 
ing @ sharp curve in the road, she was horri- 
tied to see some distance ahead the smoldering 
remains of what had a short while before been 
a stout, substantial bridge connecting embank- 
ments 650 feet apart and spanning a chasm 
ninety-five feetdeep. The bridge had evident- 
ly been barning during the entire night, for 
the superstructure was entirely eaten away by 
the fire, and only a few weak timbers and the 
three stone piers were left to tell the tale. 

The old negress could not collect herself for 
several moments, but it suddenly dawned upon 
her that atrain generally passed that point 
some time in the early morning. She had no 
idea what time it was or when the train was 
due, but she knew that it was a fast one and 
never stopped at Glenwood. She turned her 
steps backward, intending to flag the train at 
the station, but had gone scarcely a hundred 
yards when she heard the shrill scream of the 
whistle, as she thought, directly ahead of her. 
It was the east-bound lightning express, due 
at Glenwood at forty-five minutes 
past five o’clock. She tried as hard as she 
could to get around the bend which obstructed 
the train from view, all the time tearing and 
tugging away at an old brown apron she wore, 
which she wanted to use as a signal flag.

sheer exhaustion, she rounded the bend and 
saw the train thundering down upon her, a 
few hundred feet ahead, The burning bridge 
was the same distance behind her, and she 
knew that to let the train 
pass meant certain death to many 
of the souls on board. Raising the improvised 
flag high above her head, she forgot her ex- 
haustion and waved it frantically, standing in 
the center of the track, where her presence 
could not go unnoticed. Fora while it seemed 
to her that no one saw her, but she kept her 
position, determined to stop the train or die 
in thetrack.. At last the engineer saw her 
and reversed his engine, bringing it to a stand- 
still a few yards in front of the old woman. 

Leaning out of the cab window, and think- 
ing the negress drunk or crazy, he called out, 
“Well, well, what is it?” 

‘For God’s sake, mister,’’ she answered, 
“don’t go any further. The bridge is burned 
down, and itis rightin front of you; indeed 
it is.”’ 

The train men had by this time been at- 
tracted by the stoppage at this out-of-the-way 
place to the front of the train, and, from the 
sincerity of the old woman, believed her story. 
A number of them followed her around the 
bend, and there verified the truth of her state- 
ments. 

All the passengers were around tlhe spot in 
a short while, and when they saw how narrow 
their escape had been they could scarcely 
speak. A large purse was made up for their 
benefactress, but she or refused to take 
any money, and said she was too happy to 
touch anything, that money would only make 
her feel bad again. When every one on the train 
was congratulating themselves on their escape, 
the old negress became so happy that she burst 
into tears, and was so joyful for awhile that 
she hugged several of the ladies and gentle- 
men me danced an old-fashioned jig. Noone 
interfered with her in her hilarity, and 
when one of the ladies noticed the apron she 
still carried in her hand, and how it was torn 
and ruined, she produced from her satchel in 
the car a lawn wrapper and begged the old ne- 
gress, who was a model of neatness, to wear it. 
She accepted the dress, and when the passen- 
gers saw she would take this kind ofa gift, 
garments of all kinds, sizes and shapes were 
showered upon her by the grateful passengers, 
and she seemed more pleased than if she had 
been the first lady in the land. 

After waiting for six hours a train met the 
delayed one on the opposite side of the track 
and the passengers were hurried on to their 
destination. Itis supposed that the bridge, 
which was a heavy wooden one, and very dry 
from the intense heat of the weather, caught 
fire from the sparks dropped by a freight en- 
gine the night before the accident was observ- 
ed. The damage will amount to $15,000, it 1s

THE UTES OUTBREAK, 


General Terry Asks Instructions From the 
War Department. 

WASHINGTON, August 17.—A telegram was 
received at the war department today from 
General Terry, stating that the governor of 
Colorado has requested General Crook to as- 
sist the civil authorities in serving process 
upon two bucks who had been indicted by the 
grand jury. General Terry asked for instruc- 
tions for the guidance of himself and General 
Crook in the matter. A telegram was sent in 
reply directing him to hold troops in readiness 
to move at a moment’s notice incase of neces- 
sity. The war department has reeeived no 
official information upon the reported en- 
gagement between Chief Colprow’s band 
and a sheriff’s posse and the military author- 
ities do not feel authorized to order 
troops to assist the civil authorities in their 
efforts to arrest the indicted Indians. In 
event of the defeat of the posse and Colorow’s 
taking to the war path, General Crook, who 
is near at hand, has full authority to take any 
needed action to protect the people. In view 
of the absence of any official information of an 
outbreak, however, war department officials 
are disposed to characterize most of the re- 
ports received as exaggerations. 

Denver, Col., August 17.—The latest news 
from the seat of the Ute outbreak is to the 
effect that Sheriff Kendall came into Meeker 
last night, bringing with him four of Colorow’s 
men for the purpose of holding a pow-wow. 


The Indians ask that fifteen days be granted | 


them in which. to reach the reservation in 
Utah, and this being granted the Indians asked 
an escort through the settlement on their re- 
turn to Colorow. Two men were sent with 
them, one being a Mormon interpreter. When 
outside the town the Indians turned upon the 
escorts with knives, and severely wounded 
them. The whites were also fired upon by a 
mae of Utes in ambush, but neither one was 
urt.

Emigrants 


WHO LAND AT A PORT.IN YUCATAN 


They Aré Seized and Put to Work in the 
Fields, Half-Starved and Nearly 
Naked—Ther Escape. 


Av Sapir, Mich., August 17, —*Ernest 
Schoeltz, a new comer here, tells a startling 
Story of personal outrage. With his wife and 
one son, Schoeltz sailed from Germany for the 
United States. Their si p touched a Yucatan 
port and Schoeltz and his family together with 
anumber of other emigrants, were sold into 
slavery. They remained in the interior of the 
country eighteen months and then escaped to 
Campacty, only to be again taken into custody 
and subjected to the most inhuman treatment. 

They were compelled to work in the broiling 
sun, without covering to their bodies. His 
wife was driven into the field to work, three 
days after the birth of a child. They were 
provided with but two pounds of cornmeal a 
day and this continued nearly two years and 
ahalf. Then his wife fell ill and was sent to 
a hospital. The husband was allowed to visit 
her occasionally, and while making one of 
these visits he fell in with a German sailor, 
who agreed to carry his family to Logona, 
whence they were sent tothe United States, 
by the German consul. Schoeltz and his wife 
show upon their persons the effect of the in- 
human treatment given them.

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STANLEY KILLED AGAIN, | 


Another Report That the African Explorer 
Has Been Murdered. 

Paris, August 17.—A dispatch from Zanzi- 
bar has been received at the foreign office 
which says: 

Henry M. Stanley, explorer, has been massacred 
by natives after having been deserted by his es- 
cort. 

Lonpon, Augttst 17.—The report sent from 
Zanzibar to the French foreign office announe- 
ing that Stanley had been deserted by his es- 
cort and massacred by the natives is not cred- 
ited here. 

Neither the foreign office nor the Emin Bey 
relief committee has received any news regard- 
ing the alleged massacre. Officials at the for- 
eign office are surprised at the intelligence in 
the dispatches received by the French govern- 
ment, and say that if the news of Stanley’s 
death had been received at Zanzibar the Brit- 
ish agent had failed to send it. Sir Francis De- 
Winton, president of the Emin Bey relief com- 
mittee,says that trustworthy news of Stanley’s 
expedition could not possibly have arrived at 
Zanzibar so soon after the arrival of the expe- 
dition at Auriwimi on June 17th. At the offi- 
ces of the Congo Free State association, in 
Brussels, aud in other well informed circles, 
the report that Stanley was murdered is dis- 
credited. 


RUSSIA’S PROTEST 


Against Ferdinand’s Occupancy of the Bul- 
garian Throne. 


Sr. PererssureG, August 17.—The Journal 
de St. Petersburg says the Russian embassy at 
Constantinople, has handed to the porte a pro- 
test against Prince Ferdinand’s oeeu y of 
the Bulgarian throne. It declares that he has 
been guilty of an audacious attempt against 
the right of the powers, and that responsibility 
for his adventure and for his flagrant violation 
of these rights must now rest entirely with 
him, even should other powers think fit to per- 
mit a violation of their privileges. The Jour- 
nal, however, makes this pertinent inquiry: 

Can it be supposed that Russia will consider ke-:- 
self alone bound to become the defender of what re- 
mains of the Berlin treaty? 

Lonpon, August 17.—The German agent at 
Sofia has been instructed to continue adminis- 
trative relations with the Bulgarien govern- 
ment, but to avoid anything of anature that 
might lead Prince Ferdinand to suppose that 
Germany was holding otticial relations with 
him. French consuls in Bulgaria have been 
instructed to discontinue even business rela- 
tions with the government. 

Rome, August 17.—The Riforma insists that 
the recognization of Prince Ferdinand by some 
of the powers is sufficient to make his election 
valid, in accordance with the Berlin treaty. 
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Mr. Gladstone on the Situation. 


Lonpon, August 17.—Mr. Gladstone has 
written a letter to Mr. Brunner, the succcessful 
candidate for parliament in Northwich, an 
elector, in which the ex-premier says: 

Few will seek to disguise the unquestionable ad- 
dition thus made to the evidence, now rapidly ap- 
proaching a demonstrative character, that 
the people of England intend to do 
full justice to the people of Ireland 
by confiding to them,.in a spirit alike generous and 
wise, the con¢ uct of Irish affairs. It is to be lament- 
ed that years of precious legislative life of the coun- 
try should have been spentin a controversy which 
can only endin one way. But wiule it is important 
that the nation’s judgment be speedy, it is more im- 
portant that when it does come, it shall be uuequiv- 
ocal and decisive. 


Roseberry’s Speech, 

Lonpox, August 17.—Lord Roseberry, 
speaking at Manchester, said the result of the 
recent bye elections showed that the hour of 
triumph was fast approaching.

They were all indicted and tried for the mur- 
der of Vaughn. The trial came off in 1860. 
Pettyjohn, Freeland and L. Q. C. McGinnis 
were convicted of murder and sentenced to be 
hung. The other two were sent to the peniten- 
tiary. Freeland was hung in 1860. McGinnis 
broke jail, was recaptured and hung in 1861. 
Pettyjohn broke jail when McGinnis did and 
has been at large ever since. It is rumored 
here that the sheriff of Forsyth has gone after 
Pettyjohn. It is said that ‘‘murder will out,’’ 
and if Pettyjohn is brought back and hung for 
a crime committed twenty-nine years age, sure- 
lv violators of the law will begin to have some 
respect for the law.

The via- 
duct, nearly two miles in length; was the long- 
est railroad bridge in the world, and was con- 
sidereda monument of engineering skill, a 
triumph of genius over the hostile elements of 
nature. It united the shorés of the Tay est- 
uary, near Dundee, in Seotiand, and been 
throw nopen to traffic only alittle over two 
years previous to its destruction,

I referred to his leaving the people 
in Maine, Kansas, lowa and other prohibition com- 
munnilies north to beconie the follower of Jeffer- 
erson Davis, who l@ad the liquor hordes in Texas, 
But I did notindulge in bitter denunciation and 
abuse of that gentl»man as your telegram states. 
Neither did I get in a sea of trouble about the mat- 
ter nor make “‘ien thousand y.tes for liquor.’’ I 
have many friends in Atlanta and throughout 
Georgia, and for that reason, I ask you to do me

IZALCO, THE ACTIVE. 


A Lively Volcane that Shakes Up Central 
Amer!tca, 


A San Salvador correspondent of the San 
Francisco Alta Californian writes: Your Central 
American correspondent was recently at Izalco, the 
most active and most attractive of the voleanoes of 
Central America. It'never harmsanybody. There 
is a church at its base, its buttrersed walls quite 
eighteen teet thick. It has withstco] the rockings 
and rackets of daily quakes through 190 years, Three 
great bells, each weighing 1,000 pounds, and constl- 
tuted quite one-half of silver, are suspended in the 
church yard. They are ofteri tolled by Izalco when 
the jolly mountain is in a rollicking good humor, or 
perhaps when it is ‘colicky.’ Its explosions oc- 
cur at intervals of from three to five and fifteen 
minutes. Now and then the great vent for explosive 
forces within are hermetically sealed for five or six 
hours and even longer. Then the country has ague 
fits and San Salvador is shaky, and the preseribed 
path of earthquakes, which is about twenty-five 
miles wide, is ‘‘rattled.”’ This, too, is the width of 
the coal beds along the route of «a°thquakes, 
Beneath the ccal is the river of oil that 
is on fire at lsaleo. The coal, oil and a 
stream of water meet, Each explosian of 
the mountain emits two columns, one of 
black smoke from the burning oil, the other 
of white steam from Rio Caliente, which runs out 
from beneath the mountain and crosses the railway 
five miles from the y 0, The water is so hot 
that it peeled the hair off my mule’s leg that

The flames rage, 
boil, gas and steam and smoke explode at last, and 
he country along the ecarthquake’s or coal 
measure’s route is rudely shaken, and the thunders 
of the universe are heard roaring through the vast 
distances in measureless caverns beneath Izalco. 
Nobody should be afraid of earthquakes. They 
are simple products of the forces of coal oil gas and 
water. All that astonishing yarn about mother 
earth cooling off and contracting her belt is very 
fine and grand and imposing as a theory, but it 
won't hold water; certainly not that of Rio Caliente, 
which took the hair, last Saturday, off my gay 
mule’s shins. 


Effect of Electric Light Upon Books. 

Professor Wiesner,of Vienna, has"just called 
attention to an ineonvenience attending the use of 
the electric light in libraries. It has been found 
that a large number of works in the library of the 
technical school had beeome very yellow, and this 
led the director of the establishment to ask Professor 
Wiesner to ascertain the cause of it. Experiment 
has shown thatthe coloration is due to light, but 
that it occurs only with paper conta’ning ligneous 
substances, such as wood, straw and jute, and that 
it does not take place when, through some chemical 
process, the lignine that forms the essential part of 
the wood is removed. The yellowing is due toa 
phenomenon of oxidation. Solar light acts more 
energetically than dispersed daylight, which itself 
asserts but a very slight action when it is much dif- 
fused, and especially ina very dry room. Gaslight 
is nearly harmle:s by reason of the few refrenzible 
rays that it contains, On the contrary, as the ere 
electric light, and, in general, all intense luminous 
sources, emit numerous refrangible rays, they favor 
the yellowing. As regards the preservation of pa- 
pers, then, it will be well to choose gas rather than 


the electric light for the illumination of libraries.

I was then to the 
left of the Berryville pike and was picking my 
way across an old field, when a man suddenly 
rose up before me and presented a carbine at 
my breast. It was not so dark but that I made 
him out to be a federal cavalryman. I was in 
my Quaker rig, and as soon as I could get my 
voice I said: 

‘Friend, thee has made a mistake. I am but 
a humble citizen.”’ 

‘That's all right, old Broadbrim; but you 
can’t pass here!”’

“You try it and,.I’ll blow your head off! 
You are my prisoner, sir!’’

A SENSATION SPOILED. 

Mr. A. W. S. Anderson, of Alabama, asked 
for the reconsideration of the vote whereby 
thé convention passed a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Streater, of Illinois, for his speech. In sup- 
port of this motion, Mr. Anderson made @ vig- 
orous speech. He averred that he was unal- 
terably opposed to the views expressed by the 
gentleman from Illinois. He was decidedly 
averse to any third party scheme. To encour- 
age the formation of a new party in the south 
would imperil the civilization of the 
south. He believed in a solid south. He 
did not want this solidification to be liquified 
by any farmer’s party or labor party or any 


‘other third party. The farmers of the south 


‘must work out their salvation within the 
ranks of the democratic party.” ; 

A member from Texas said he was in favor 
of the convention repudiating the whole of 
Mr. Streater’s speech. , 

Mr. Fishback, of Alabama, introduced the 
following resolutions, which. were referred to 
the committee on business: 

Whereas, if the farmers of the south ever secure 
relief from unjust taxation by tariffs or otherwise, 
they must use the most potent agencies of our aze 
and country—the organized ballot; and, 

Whereas, while such local -organizations a3 the 
Grange, the Agricultural Wheel and the Farmers’ 
Alliance? and kindred organizations are of the highest 
importance as educators of the farmers up to an ap- 
préciation of their true interests, yet they will be 
pow e-less as mere guerrillas to secure the deserved 


results unless all are united in one grand army of 


voters, having a common interest, casting their bal- 
lots and their influence for a common end; ané@, 

Whereas, The history of this republic has demon- 
strated the fact that there have, from its foundation, 
always been and always will be tivo great, thorough- 
ly organized armies fighting for diametrically oppo- 
site principles of administration, and that all at- 
tempts to stuffoff sttaggling squads of guerillers un- 
der the name of third parties have ever proven not 
only failures but farces, and have set back rather 
than forwarded the causes they have espoused: 

Therefore. resolved, That it is the. delibe ate 
sense of this convention, that the farme's of the 
south can obtain the necessary legislative relief 
only through the instrumentality of their respec- 
tive parties, already organized and equipped and in 
the field, and that they should with their united 
and organized ballots so control those parties as to 
make them subservient to their will. 

This resolution went to the committee on 
business, and the debate was thereby cut off. 
The third party idea did not, therefore, pro- 
duce the expected sensation. , 

OTHER RRBSOLUTIONS INTRODUCED.

Whereas, All these conditions havelong since 
passed and yet the law remains substantially as 
originally enacted, and does not, insome respects, 
meet the requirements of the agricultural commu- 
nity which has to rely almost entirely on 
land as security for the loan of money, 
which security the national banks are prohibited 
from accepting, and whereas the cotton states of 
the roath need capitalto develop their resources, 
andthe farmers have the facilities for borrowing 
the money at a low rate of interest, therefore be it 

Res ved, bst. That in the opinion of this conven- 
tion it isexpedient thatthe national banking act 
be so amended, Ist. To repeal the tax now existing 
on the issue of the state bank circulation. 

2d. By repealing that clause of s:'dsection as pro- 
hibited national banks from accepting lands.for the 
loan of money. 

Resolved 3d. That the secretary of this conven- 
tion be instructed to deliver a copy of the resolu- 
tions. 

Referred to the committee on resolutions. 

President Newman was the next essayist, and 
he made a capital addvess, of which the follow- 
ing is only a synopsis: 

He-said: ‘The iirst point to be considered is the 
exact objects which a.farmer should seek to accom- 
plish. We recognize it as his first duty to make a 
support for himself and his family: next, after mak- 
ing that sup; ot, © make as much to sell as possi- 
ble, for the purpose of securing surplus money for 

ermanent naprovement: and the development of 
iis business, or for investment; thirdly, his system 
of farming shonld look definitely to the main- 
tenance of his capital, the maintenance of the 
fertility and productiv_ness of his soil; and beyond 
that, to a continued improvement, an increase of 
the capacity for production of his property—the in- 
ercase of his capital stock. Another sacred duty— 
the one u @ t neglected today in our southern land— 
is tl @ proper education of his children; and there is 
another, second only to the one just mentioned—the 
making of his home a home indbed beautifying it 
and making it attractive. and using all means, at 
his command, for the elevation of his profession. 
These, gentlemen, are the heads1 propose to dis- 
cuss,”’ 

Mr. Newman then proceeded at some length 
with a development of the heads indicated, of 
which the foliowing is a synopsis: — 

As to the first requiremeut—the making ofa sup- 
port—the means depend upon the surroundings, the 
soil, the climate, and their suitability—for various 
pr dactions; but it may be laid down as a_ broad 
principle, that wherever practicable or profitable, 
the farmer should himself grow the supplies to be 
used on his place. The farmer pays out money for 
supplies which he could raise himself with little 
trouble and without feeling the expense, Fruit, 
the dairy, the poultry yard, the garden, should all 
receive proper attention. 

How itthe attention we of ‘the south pay to our 
vegetable gardens. Yet they should contribute much 
more than they do to the maintenance of the fam- 
ily, There bas not been a yearin the last twenty- 
five, since I have planted in the south, thatI have 
not been able during any month in the year to gath- 
er frieh vegetables from my garden; and any plaut- 
er in the south can dothe same.

SENATOR COLQUITT S ADDRESS. 

At 11 o’clock Senator Colquitt was intro- 
duced to the convention, and he read a pro- 
found and brilliant essay. He said, among 
other things: 

: SENATOR COLQUITT’S SPEECH. 

Mr. President jand Gentlemen ofthe Convention: 
We have for a nym er of years in the recent his- 
tory of our country, a class of politicians, which, I 
greatiy regret, seem t6-be growing in number and 
influence. These men, by a singular perversion or 
confusion of judgment, have set up as an idol, the 
creature in place of the creator. Phe government, 
they would have us believe, was the source of power, 
the dispenser of benefits, and the Grand Almoner, 
sharing out its gifts as well asits teaching of wisdom. 
This is the same old fraud of the monareh and 
despot, that for thousands of years, while tapring 
the very hearts blood of the people would have tbe 
people magnify and glorify ikasemenen deed. With 
all the assumption that the imperialist school of 
politicians make for the government, in very truth 
that government at last is the most thoroughfaced 
charity subject that live. When we need money we 
Cast a wistful eye on a treasure box that you have 
filled by your hard work and generous contribu- 
tions. When we talk ofthe power of the govern- 
ment, it is your right arms that supply it. 

We should live by ourown exertions and ask for 
help from others only when self-help fails us. A 
sturdy spirit of self-reliance is the nursing mother 
of strong men and honest men. We repeat—honest 
men; forhe who trusts to the loyalty of his own 
right arm and the sweat of his brow, will never de- 
fraud his neighbor. 1t is the beginning of an un- 
righteous tribute which we levy on other men, 
when we flinch from the cost and pain thet win 
success, All, or nearly all, the peculations tat dis- 
giace the fair name of the state, as well as those ex- 
tortions and speculations which it is the fashion to 
call ‘‘business,’’ owe their origin to an unmanly 
dread of honest work. The man who hastens to 
be 1ich, is oftentimes instigated to run to his object 
over or through the sacred rights of other people. 
What the world needs most, in its material interest, 
i$apatient industry that suffers no wrongful ob- 
struction. This *s the solution of the problem that 
is now vexing the land, the problem how to recon- 
cile “Labor and Cayital.”’ 

But | must not forget that I am nowspeaking to 
farmers and for farmers, Mr. President, as I am to 
discuss, by the command of the convention, the 
question: “Government,in Its Relation to Agri- 
culture,’’ I must, in justice to long-formed opinions, 
as well as from respect of principles that stead- 
fastly miintain, frankly state these opinions and 
avow there principles. First, then, I concede that 
the man who tills the soil is not entitled intrinsic- 
ally to higher privileges than others because he isa 
tiller of the soil. His value to the world; 


the indispensable work he performs; the 
uuderlying and all-pervading benefits of his 


industry, might well induce a feeling of pride and 
self-assertion that leads to exacting claims. But we 
ask for the farmer no favoritism—no undue privi- 
leges. Would that the truth ofhistory did not force 
us to say that he had been compelled to bear many 
a burden that was unjustly laid upon his shoulders, 
I fear that the man who holds the plowhandles has 
been discriminated against forthe most of the life- 
time of our government. Making, perhaps, seventy- 
hve per cent of the population of the southern states 
and producing eighty-one hundredths of the export- 
able commerce of the entire union, it would seom 
should have entitled the farmers of our country to 
al least fair play. But have they hadit? Will any 
man tell me whya manufacturing establishment 
just starting is moreofan infant than the farm 
that must struggle intosunlight from the virgin 
forest? Are the processes by which large succegs is 
secured in agneculture better ascertained or more 
easily followed than in hundreds of cases of the arts 
and handicraft? Why, in all reason, in all justice, 
should the man who spins cotton beapet of the 
government, while the man who raises cotton is the 
government’s orphan or outeast? The man who 
forges the plowsbare is ranked among the benefac 
tors and favorites of the government, but the plod- 
der who sweats over and follows it is doing no more 
than his duty. Well may we here today ask: ‘‘What 
is the relation of government to agriculture?’ We 
have arightto demand “a fairfield and an even 


chance’ at least. We ask no more. For one 
I take pride in the _ professed and 
acted independence of the farmer. Forever 


would I see him the man who rather conferred ben- 
Far distant be the day 
when he shall surrender the character of the self- 
sustaining man and become the supplicant for fa- 
vors. May heaven avert the sad sight of such an 


overthrow of his manly self-respect as would send 


him whiniug and begging at any earthly seat of 
ower for what he Gaal ain by hisown will and 
lis own resources! I am not only saddened, but let 
me say itin noinvidious spirit, I am humiliated 
when I have offered mein place of this ennoblin 
self-reliance, a refuge inthe charity of the genera 
government, For the exchange of that self-hel 
and sturdy independence that 1s the stamp,the worl 
over, of the true man, men console me with the 
‘flag and an appropriation.’’For that robust sense of 


justice that seorus lUlicit gains—that to the amount 


of “one poor seruple’ would not withhold what 
righteously belongs to rnother; mem talk tome of 
the benefits of the ‘‘home market” and of the musi- 
cal clangor of the loom and ponderous thud of the 
trip-hammer,. What willwe gain after we have 
overthrown the habit of honor and fair dealing one 
with the other, evenif riches mountain high are 
piled up around us. The danger which has follow- 
ed all free governments like a shadow has been the 
insidious one of laxury and profuse accumulations, 
Taat prosperity which - pregressxs after the pro- 
cesses Of nature, by slow and sure stages, which 
like the growth ot the sturdy oak accrues ring at a 
time, is the true growth‘that the world can rely on. 


For cne I can give no place to the 
suggestion that hints a gain for me 
or mine at an unrighteous advantage of 


another. Lamas sure of it as I am of Heaven's 
eternal word, that no device of statesmanship or 
trick of politics can long gsupplant the princ'ple of 
I could go 
upon my knees in beseeching my people to stand by 
the good-old way. While we are working our way 
to that proud eminence that righteous gains and uni- 
versal prosperity will inevitably secure for us, let us 
ascend, carrying honor and our integrity with u:. 
Heave. defend us from having toapologize for our 
success and closing the casemenis of our palaces 
that we may shut out the sight of the finger of scorn 
as it points to the monument of ill gotten gains. 
But while the farmer bears his own burdens we 
have a right to denounce aliattemps to handicap 
him by we'ghtshe sheuld not carry. The nature] 
risks of the farmer’s calling are always grave 
enough, and emerging from these, no man has tle 
ti sht to say that he must assume burdens and py a 
trivute to help out the p.o itsof other business ven- 
tures.

desolated. We are now about to be witnesses of the 
value of “prevention when placed in comparison 
with cure.’’ Now we will be forcedtosee how much 
better it would have been to use our natural advant- 
ages wisely than to have abused them unmercifully; 
to have preserved our soil, rather than toil over its 


recuperation. Butthat huge labor, almost Titanic, 
is upon us, and the old home 
must be built up or we must 


desert it. Desert it we never will; for the precious 
memories that shed their radiance over the old 
home will let no other spot be home to our hearts. 
Then here is for it, and let the word be 
round, ‘‘the waste places must be rebuilt.’’ 

First, then, let the general government take its 
useless and galling loads from the back of the 
farmer. Either this, or let the handicap he must 
carry be a fairand impartial one. Let us here and 
everywhere else declare our willingness to bear a 
fair share of the burdens of the government. Grant 
cheerfully every dollar that is truly needed to carry 
on the government and sustain its dignity and power. 
Withhold nothing that pure and prudent adminis- 
tration demands, but let us regis'er a vow in heaven 
that we will consent to nothing that extravagance, 
wastefulness and favoritism propose to wring from 
our hard earned store. 

Then let the agricultural department of the gen- 
eral government begin a system of such thorongh 
and authoritative experimentation as shall com- 
mand the respect of every intelligent and earnest- 
minded farmerin the land. If we haye the men 
who can conduct this great work, encourage them 
by a treatment the most liberal. If we in frankness 
must own that we are no: in the command of such 
talent, then let us have it at any cost. 

But let us not forget the essential part of the work 


that must ie perfected by the states. Here 
the close and direct supervision over the 
men whom we trust with the work of 
recuperation and public leadership, will be 


most salyjary and will produce the best results. 

Permit™ me, Mr. President, before dismissing the 
snbject, to urge upon this representative body to 
lend its influence in behalf of experimental stations 
throughout the south. 

It is a little remarkable that a measure so obvi- 
ously beneficial tothe farmer as field experiment, 
should have received so little encouracement. In 
fact some of its most determined opponents have 
been farmers. And the serupulou ly small outlay 
that bas been allowed to; r.mote and improve our 
agrcuilture has been often most reluctantly voted. 
But, sir, in my judgment, reform must begin with 
with us, if we will ever see the old time prosperity 
of the south. Wecannot begin our restoration at 
the top, but must work from the foundation. Let 
our t-llage pay and prosper and it gladdens every 
Otherjindustry. With its losses and discourage- 
ment the world in spite of all the palliatives and 
resorts we may seek to screen ourselves under, will 
be sure to sympathize. 

Tribulations may begin with the farmer, but they 
will assuredly reach alithe restin due time. The 
farmer is not prospering in the south as he deserves 
to do, or perhaps, as he might do. Some of this hard 
fortune results in my honest judgment not, I will 
say, from the neglect of the government, but from 
downright imposition. Could you be allowed to 
sellwiee you could get the best price and buy 
where you could buy cheapest, your incomes, let 
them be great or small, would be enhanced, per- 
haps, thirty-three and one-third per cent. If the 

ple who live by the soil in this union and who 
lave the owes to control the question of revenue 
and taxation, donot care toshake off present bur- 
dens, then let us resort to the aid which each of our 
state governments can give us with benefit to every 
business and individual in theland.

The Afternoon Session. 


The convention reassembled at 3 o’clock, 
President Newman in the chair. 

The Hon. M. N. Burke, of Mississippi, pro- 
nounced a most thoughtful and comprehensive 
oration on ‘‘A]l cotton; its relation tothe pres- 
ent condition of agriculture.’’ The speaker 
did not use manuscript, but spoke inan off- 
hand, easy manner, which was very attractive 
to the audience. 

As soon as Mr. Burke finished his speech, 
Mr. Marune, of Texas, called for the special 
order—the resolution relative to a permanent 
organization. He spoke for half an hour on 
the subject and andes 6 some telling hits. His 
effort was a very fine one,and he was frequent- 
ly applauded as he went along. 

An invitation from Mr. Charles A. Collier, 
president of the Piedmont exposition company, 
forthe convention in a body to visit the 
grounds, was accepted. 

A communication was received from the 
officers of the State road, tendering the con- 
vention an excursion to Lookout mountain at 
such time as will suit the convention’s conve- 
nience. Thanks were returned to the railway 
officers, and the invitation was referred toa 
committee. 

Mr. E. B. Ware offered the subjoined resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That we now go into an organization, 
and that the committee on organization be instruct- 
ed to report an interstate constitution for the cotton 
states to the body for adoption, and a plan of subor- 
dinate county and state organization. 

Adopted. 

General Miles’s Speech.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
Features of the Speculative Movement In 
Grain and Produce. 

Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, August 17—The grain crowds generally 
were so tame on ‘change today that the operators 
would have taken no great chances if they had 
dipped in deep on either side and then departed 
from the scene entirely. The session was notable 
chiefly for the very limited range in prices. The 
signal service chart showed a good rainfall fn Iowa, 
Nebraska and Kansas. In wheat a feeling of lan- 
guor prevailed early in the session, with prices aver- 
aging slightly lower than yesterday, but later recov- 
ered somewhat and closed a shade better than yes- 
terday. The weakness was attributed mainly to fair 
speculative offerings on eastern account, and also 
some selling on reports of prospects that the move- 
ment in the northwest will soon show an increase. 
The seaboard markets were reported lower, especial- 
ly Baltimore, and the neighboring winter markets 
were also weaker. The above influences caused an 
easier opening, and then the market sold off about 
ice, But reeeipts were somewhat smaller, and this,

Governor Gordon spent the entire day, yes- 
terday, at his office-in the executive depart- 
ment. While there were no orders issued, or 
any particularly interesting matters acted

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

THERE WAS RECEIVED at the executive office 
yesterday the following postal card: Soi 

Macon, Ga., August 16, 1887.—JoHN B. Gor- 
pon.—Sir: We will not be responsible for 
Woolfolk if put on tria! later than September 
15, 1887. 

The postal is evidently pregnant with mean- 

ing, and it does not require much thought to 
discover the unlawful end of the supposed 
murderer hinted at in the postal. But Gov- 
ernor Gordon has no way in the world to order 
Woolfolk to be placed on trial. Such a prero- 
gative does not belong to his office, and no 
matter how greatly the people desire that 
Woolfolk’s trial should immediately take 
place, the governor has no power in the mat- 
ter. 
- THE GRAND JuRY of Screven county has 
made the following recommendations: That 
I’, M. Buford be appointed notary public and 
ex-officio justice of the peace for the 200th 
district, G. M., vice W. K. Harrison. The ap- 
pointment was made by Judge Hines, and the 
record transmitted to the executive office.

THE GRAND Jury of Polk county, at the 
August term of the superior court, 1887, ap- 
pointed a joint committee of jurors and citfi- 
zens to visit and report upon the convict camps 
located in that county. It seems there are two 
convict camps in Polk county, one called 
“Grady,’’ on the East and West railroad, in 
which there are forty-two men and one woman. 
The second camp is located at the Cherokee 
lron works and contains twenty-eight men. 
The official report says: “These camps we 
found models of cleanliness, the 
health of prisoners good, there having been 
not more than three or four protracted cases of 
but one 
death. Food in quality and quantity, as far 
as we could judge by inspection and ingntiry, 
meets every requirement of the law. Indeed, 
we found that the law for the regulation and 
government of these camps has been fully 
complied with save in four instances.”’ The 
committee then goes on to say that there are 
two or three trustees in the *‘Grady Canip,”’ 
wie go beyond prison bounds without guard. 
‘This transgression is said to be known to the 
penitentiary officials. The committee states 
that the beds are not changed’ as often aS the 
law requires, and that religious services have 
The last omis- 
sion, however, is due tothe default of a pre- 
ceding grand jury, in electing a chaplain. The 
niost serious cowpplaint, however, is that the 
Cherokee lron works cause convicts to work 
on Sundays and at night. Those who work on 
Sunday are paid wages; those who work 
at night are not worked in the day; and the 
statement that the convicts are only given one 
hour at noon, is explained by saying that they 
are carried out later in the morning and re- 
turned earlier at night. The report says these 
irregularities were granted by the penitentiary 
officials, on the ground that they were neces- 
sary to the success of the operations. The 
report is signed by three jurors and three citi- 
zens. 


THE GOVERNOR RECEIVED on yesterday, 


“a rather unusual document from Daingertield, 


Morris county, Texas. It consisted of a letter 
and aianuscript poem consisting of sixty- 
three stanzas. The poem was entitled ‘A 
Battle-Scarred Confederate,’ and was in- 
tended to be the lament of a gallant soldier, 
wounded in battle, with a limb goné, upon 
the ingratitude of a people for whom he 
spilled his best blood. The letter states that 
the author was bereft of a lee at Winchester, 
in September, 1864, and was given an artiticia!| 
limb by Georgia, in 1876. Ltemoving then to 
Texas, he now finds himself in a 
plight which is best described in his own 
words: ‘‘Beeause I no longer live in Georgia, 
denies me the benefit of any act she may 
pass for the benefit of maimed confederates, 
because I did not enter the confederate army 
from Texas, she denies me the benefit of any- 
thing she does for disabled confederates.’’ The 
writer, who signs himself John M. Richard- 
son, says he does not complain, however, and 
sends the poem for the governor's perusal. 
Governor Gordo says a hasty reading discloses 
the fact that the poem has considerable merit. 
A COMMUNICATION was received from the 
department of state yesterday acquainting the 
governor with the fact that the government of 
Belginm intended to establish at the bureau of 
foreign affairs in Brussels a foreign law 
bureau, and tothisend the Belgian legation 
in this country was now collecting, classifying 
and cataloguing the organic legal enactments 
of the various states of the American union for 
Lhe purpose of forwarding the same to the Bel- 
gian government. This proposed compilation 
will have reference to both public and private 
laws, and when perfectly organized will be 
open to and at the service of foreign gov- 
ernments. In order that the record may be 
made perfect, Georgia is requested to send her 
laws on all subjects to be treated of inthe cata- 
logue to the department of state, wheres the 
same Will take pleasure in transniitting the 
records to the proper Belgian authorities.

Early yesterday morning the boy, with Char- 
ley Mobley, an old schoolmate and friend,start- 
ed into the country to pass the day. When the 
public schools closed last spring young Fuller 
walked away from the boys’ high school build- 
ing amember of the second class and at once 
accepted a position in his father’s store. He 
was a bright lad, energetic and faithful and 
quickly became, not only very efficient, but a 
great help to his father. The hot weather 
and the close confinement began to show on 
the boy and last week his father hired another 
clerk and asked his son to rest until the fall 
opening of the school. The young man hay- 
ing a strong constitution, did not feel the ne- 
cessity of rest and accepted the change with 
some reluctance, as he had grown very fond of 
mercantiletife. The city soon became tire- 
some to the boy and with Charley Mobley he 
arranged a :

Leaving the railroad 
track they were soon pnder the bath shed be- 
side Angier’s pond. Old man Mothershed, 
who has attended the pond and'rented towels 
and soap to the boys for years, was present and 
saw the boys disrobe an& start for the water. 
As they stepped out of the shed Mobley re- 
marked: 

“Charley, you can’t swim; can you?”’ 

‘“‘Don’t believe I can,” was the answer. 

“Then don’t goin. there. Come over here 
and catch thissafety rope and you will learn 
how.”’ 

As the boy spoke, he climbed upon the 
spring board and began swinging up and down 
and then leaped into the water head-first. 
Fuller stood upon the shed steps and watched 
his friend 

AS HE WENT DOWN, 

come up and then waded through the shallow 
water to the spring-board. Crawling upon the 
board, he walked out to the end and sat down. 
Then catching hold of the safety rope he began 
swinging off. The rope is well stretched, and 
when the boy struck the water he went under 
up to his neck. The water was pleasant and 
the lad splashed about in it for a short time 
and then began pulling himself towards the 
shore.

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A Meriwether Man Weds His 
Sister’s Daughter. 


A FAMILY THAT MARRIES ANY WAY 
A Blacksmith Repent 0 Peculiar Marriage 
of Twenty Vears Ago, and Gets 
Arrested—The Story. 


‘You see, I married my own niece—my sis- 
ter’s child, and that is why I have been ar- 
rested,”’ said Rufus 8. Malone, at police head- 
quarters yesterday, in response toa qnestion, 
‘But that ain’t nothing to arrest a man for, is 
i¢?”” 

“Not mach. Only it’s ag’in the law,” an- 

swered a CONSTITUTION reporter. 
' “Ag’in the law, the devil. Why, I had an 
uncle who did the same thing twenty years 
ago. Yes, he married hisown niece, If it’s 
against the law, why wasn’t it then, I'd like 
to know?” and the prisoner threw himself 
back in his chair, and closing his eyes, was 
hor lost in deep study. 

Early yesterday morning a telegram ad- 
dressed to Chief-of-police Connolly was handed 
in at police headquarters. The telegram came 
from the sheriff of Meriwether county, and 
asked for the arrest of Rufus 8. Malone, who 
was described. It failed to assign a cause for 
the arrest, but informed Chief Connolly that 
the man would probably be found at 304 West 
Peters street. The message was handed 
by the chief to Captain Couch, who 
at once detailed Patrolmen Loony and 
Stewart to look into the matter. 
patrolmen went direct to the number given 
and found that Jas. Bixley lived there. fa the 
house they also found Malone, and without 
ceremony arrested him. Malone was very nerv- 
ous when he found himself in custody, but 
manifested not only an ignorance of the cause 
of his arrest, but a desire to know it. On the 
way tothe city prison he plied the officers 
with questions, but as they were ignorant as 
to the man’s Offense, gave but few answers. 
At the prison Malone objected to being locked 
up, and securing an interview with Captain 
Couch, related a story not only sensational but 
peculiarly interesting. 

Malone was born and raised. in Meriwether 
county where he has an extensive relationship, 
He is a young man of fine appearance, dress¢s 
neatly. Physically he is a perfect Hercules, 
and with ease handles a large sledge hammer, 
by which he makes a living. Some time ago 
he left his home in Meriwether and went to 
Jackson, Butts county, where he opened a 
hJacksmith shop. During his ng ge in Jack- 
son he made frequent visits to his cld home, 
where he remained a few days. One of Ma- 
lone’s sisters married a man named H, G. 
and it was at his sister’s house 
that Malone always stopped. Mr. and Mrs. 
Clark were the parents of a handsome daugh- 
ter, who was of courie Malone’s niece, and to 
this lady Malone was very attentive when yis- 
iting the family. Nothing, however, was 
thought of his attentions and the blacksmith 
was always a welcome visitor. 

In April last Miss Clark came to Atlanta to 
visit Miss Lambert at 75 Chapel street. On the 
fourteenth of the month Malone came to the 
ro too and on that afternoon he and she went 
to Marietta, where they were married.#The 
marriage ceremony was performed by the 
Rev. Mr. Lowry at his residence, and by 
the license the minister ee he was marry- 
ing a Mr. Gordon to Miss Clark. After the cere- 
mony Malone with his niece as his bride, came 
back to Atlanta and separated atthe Union 
depot, the lady going back to her friend and 
Malone to his hotel. On the next day, how- 
ever, they both left for the home of the lady’s 
parents. Neither Malone nor his bride said 
anything of the marriage and asuncle and 
niece the husband and wife were received. 
After a few days at the Clark home Malone 
went back to Jackson and picking up his 
sledge hammer, began pounding aliving out of 
red-hot iron again. Ten days later he went to 
see his sister’s family again and remained a few 
days. His parting then with his wife was to 
all the separating of uncle and niece. An- 
other ten days rolled by and Malone again 
sought the house in which the lady who was 
doubly related to him lived. On this visit he 
secured an audience with his sister and her 
husband and informed them that he had 
matried her daughter. The news was an 
unpleasant surprise, and fura short time the 
scene was anything but pleasant. The broth- 
er-in-law who found himself the brother-in- 
law to his own daughter, and the sister who 
found herself the mother-in-law of her own 
brother finally gave in, acknowledged the mar- 
riage, and the terribly mixed up family took 
up the thread of life again. Malone made his 
visit short, and when he went back to Jackson 
carried his bride with him.
